ASSASSINATION 
AFTERMATH 

The tragic death of Sen. Ro- 
bert F. Kennedy in Los Angeles 
has deeply disturbed the Ameri- 
“can people and transformed the 
political situation in an election 


year. 

The shock of the senator's 
f death at the hands of a lone Кі 

ler has been compounded by the 

highly emotional and irrespon- 

sible comments of some tele- 
vision commentators. Again, as 
after the death of President John 
F. Kennedy, there has emerg- 
ed the illogical theme that all 
Americans share in the guilt of| 
the killing. President Johnson 
is to be commended, in. his ini- 
comment on the shooting, 
for stressing that America is not 
sick and that the murder was 
not committed by 200 million 
people, No society, no matter 
how well organized, can com- 
pletely protect prominent citizens 
from attacks by determined fan- 
atics its midst. 
What a society can and must 
* do, however, is to maintain gen. 
eral law and order and to stand 
firm against notions, pf anarchy 
and civil disobedience that: are 
a breeding ground for acts of 
personal violence. The death of| 
Sen. Kennedy is especially tra- 
gic in that it might not have oc- 
curred, if in his political car- 
eer, he had applied his energy 
and ambition to stressing the 
importance of law and order. 
A fair and balanced account of 
the senator's career must 
clude recognition of his role in 
encouraging movements of so- 
cial protest that included tres- 
pass on the rights of others. 

It also is unfortumate that the 
aides of the late senator, іп com- 
menting on his role in politics, 
have not acknowledged that 
campus and inner-city protest 
movements are the source of 
serious infection in our public 
life. Indeed it has been report- 
ed by THE NEW YORK ТІМЕ5 
that а reputed leader of the Re- 
volutionary Action Movement 
listed Sen. Kennedy as one of| 
their targets. When the forces of 
civil disobedience are unleashed 
in a country, no one can tell in 
what direction they will strike. 

The killing of Robert F. 
Kennedy is a cruel reminder of 
the surge of violence in the last 
year. In a way, it is remarkable 
that there have not been more 
assassinations of government of- 
ficials. For many months, Pre- 
sident Johnson and Secretary of 
State Rusk have been the tar- 
gets of Vietnik mobs on their 
appearances in New York City 
and elsewhere. Massive police 
manpower has been necessary to 
protect them. 

In Washington recently, mem- 
bers of the Poor People’s Cam- 
„paign rampaged in front of the 
Supreme Court building. throw- 
ing rocks at windows. Other 
members of this protest group 
shouted threats at the U. S. At- 
torney General. Newsmen, at- 
tempting to visit the camp-in 
оп the banks of the Potomac al- 
so have been threatened with 
violence. Columbia University 
this spring was the scene of 
shocking student brutality against 
university administrators. Mem. 
bers of the clergy have invaded 
draft board offices and destroy- 
edeSelective Service recards. In- 
deed the entire New Left has 
A commitment to violence to se- 
cure its ends. A militant minor- 
ity of dissenting demonstrators 
in the United States has sought 
tovoverrule the majority of citi- 
zens who give assent to law and 
order and representative govern 
ment 

Had Robert F. Kennedy de- 
voted his energies 10 the cause 
of soung. conservative govern- 
ment, he could have performed 
an outstanding work. Instead, he 


in- 


chose to align himself with those 
Who want to “restructure” the 
United States, as the New Left 
says. Ironically, he was gunned 
down by a man who had по re- 
spect for the law. 

It is time for the American 
people to fully restore the'dom- 
еңіс tranquility that our Con- 
stitution states as a goal of our 
national life. It is time to curb. 
the anarchists and to cease the 
civil disobedience. If those who

"The provision in the Соп- 
stitution which set out that al 
Census shall be taken each 10 
years was designed to count peo- 
ple, not to probe into their pris 
vate affairs, confuse or embar 
rass them," Rogers said. "The 
whole thing is taking on the aps 
pearance of Big Brotheriwm.". 

Rogers noted that an effort 


was made last year to establish] 


а national data bank which 
would have information of a pri- 
vate and personal nature on ай 
citizens, and thai hè opposed 
such an idea on the same 
grounds — that it was an ihe 
vasion of privacy and smacked 
of Big Brotherism. 

“The plain and simole fact of 
the matter is that the Census 
Bureau is attempting to go well 
beyond its jurisdiction and the 
intent of the law.” Rogers said. 
“Some of the questions reflect 
on areas which only the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service should be 
concerned with. Others cover 
areas which private consumer 
surveys handle. The fact that a 
person might or might not have 
a home freezer has no bearing 
in the intent of the census. 

“Questions on how many peo- 
ple share a kitchen or bathroom 
are irrelevant, Others that ask 
for information on previous mat 
Торез and how many hours you 
worked last year are quite im- 
material,” Rogers said. 

"Rogers also pointed out that 
the long-form census runs some 
20 pages and that it has been 
estimated that to answer it com- 
pletely, one would need a ni 
imum of an eighth grade edu: 
tion. 

Rogers also noted that the 
1960 census missed an estimated 
5.7 million people. 

“If we do not act on this leg- | 
islation and thé proposed form 
is sent out, | predict that we 
will see a decrease in the paper 
population count of the nation. 
People will refuse to answer 
these questions or return the 
forms and therefore will:not ex- 
іш оп paper," Rogers said. 

Because the membership of 
the Congress is determined by 
population, the increase їп popu- 
lation between census has re- 
sulted in bitter court fights 
which have resulted іп redistrict- 
ing. To help 'straighten out dis- 
crepancies due to inadequate 
population figures, Rogers sup- 
ported a bill calling for a mid- 
decade census, This measure has 
passed the House and is pend- 
ing in the Senate. 

Rogers’ ЫШ” would limit the 
120 questions now proposed by 
Ihe census to: 1. name and ad- 
dress: 2. relation to head of 
household: 3. sex: 4. date of 
birth: 5. race or color: 6. mari- 
tal status and 7. visitors in home 
at the time of the census.

Rogers sees no rea- 
son why citizens should face a 
possible $100 fine or 60 days in 
jail for not bending to the Fed.

Army Corps of Engineers today 
announced that the Everglades 
Park officials have consented to 
mowing 200-foot-wide and 1500 
foot-long strips inside Everglades 
Park, just south of the Tamiami 
Trail. Корс said a mowing 
machine will be moved into the 
area Monday цс bégini the oper- 
tion which is expected to take 
two weeks of ШОЕ to complete. 

Heavy rainfall over South 
Florida during the past six weeks 
has created flood stages in Lake 
Okeechobee and in the three 
water conservation areas cover- 
ing some 1345 square mites 
north of Everglades Park. 

АП 24 gates of the water con- 
trol structures separating Cor- 
servation Area 3 of the flood 
control project from the north 
boundary of the park have been 
wide open for several weeks.
